Roosevelt Openg Session. 

As he took up the gavel, at 11 a. 
m., Col. Roosevelt asked the delegates 
and spectators not to smoke. . The 
Committee on Credentials reported 
there were no contests and there was 
nv report to be made, which elicited 
from the temporary chairman words 
of congratulation. 

“This convention,” he said, “has 
shown that the utmost intensity of 
difference of opinion can be accom- 
panied by scrupulous fairness in 
handling the question as to who is 
by right entitled to admission to the 
convention.” : 

United States Senator Root was 
named as permanent chairman of the 
cenvention by the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization. The _ report 
was adopted and Col. Roosevelt ap- 
pointed Charles S. Francis of Troy 
anc Speaker Wadsworth of the As- 
sembly to escort Root to the chair. 
There was a loud laugh when Col. 
Roosevelt started té leave the plat- 
form without introducing Senator 
Root. Secretary Gleason hustled after 
the Colonel and brought him back. 

“As I understand you may not iden- 
tify the gentleman I am about to in- 
troduce, I am calleq back to present 
the permanent chairman of the con- 
vention, the Hon. Elihu Root,” said 
Col. Roosevelt. 

Chairman Roosevelt thanked the 
convention for the honor they had 
conferre@qd on him. 

“No prepared slate of which I 
“have heard bore my name for per- 
manent chairman and no prepared 
speech lurked in my pocket or in my 
hand,” said the Senator. 

“Nor shall I detain you by any ex- 
tended remarks from the work which 
vou have before you and from ad- 
cressing yourselves to the perform- 
wnee of that work so that the de- 
liberation of the convention may be 
finished this day and the delegates 
be able to return to their homes this 
evening.” 

Declares Revolt Is im Air. 

The chairman said there was pass- 
ing over the entire country a revolt 
against the time-worn form of po- 
‘jtical organigation. 

“Inittative and referendum, recall, 
direct election of senators, direct 
nominations,” said the chairman, ‘ail 
are symptoms of evidence that the 
people of our country feel that our 
forms of political organization do not 
adequately furnish the voters of our 
 pelitical parties means to give effect 
to their political will.

Frank Whitely of -2708.Caroline street, 
the motorman, said after he had been 
arrested that in the light at the end 
of the bridge he saw the wagon only 
a few yards away. He set the brakes, 
he said, and reversed the motor, but 
could not check®éthe heavy train in time 
to avert the tragedy. 

Thinks Boy Was Asleep. 

He said the cinder cars made much 
noise in descending the incline, and 
that the headlight was brilliant, and 
he expressed the belief that Robben 
must have been asleep or he weuld 
have seen the train coming. 

The other members of the crew ex- 
pressed The same opinion and corrob- 
orated Whitely’s statements about his 
efforts to stop the car. Acting Captain 
Hoffman of the Laclede Avenue Sta- 
tion released the motorman after hold- 
ing him five hours. 

The grade of' Papin street is about 
four feet lower than the gradeof the 
viaduct approach where the accident 
occurred, and it was necessary for Rob- 
ben to drive his horses in a curve to 
the south, or for them to take that 
route through custom, in order to get 
onto the brjdge. This took the wagon 
out of the more brilliant light.

After leaping from a _ second-story

Admits Letter to Lorimer, 
Detailing Offer Received, 
Was Falsehood. 





ONLY ASKED EXPENSES 





Insists He Wanted Senator 
to Commit Himself on 
Alleged Graft. 





CHICAGO, 28.—Representative 


Charles A. White, on cross-éxamination 
before the Lorimer Investigating Com- 
mittee today, declared he never offered 
for sale his manuscript, portraying al- 
leged grafting and bribery, in the Illi- 
Legislature by which he‘has de- 
clared Senator Lorimer got his seat in 
the Unired States Senate. 

White said he wanted the story pub- 


lished and offered on the provision that 
his expenses for verifying his charges 
should be paid. His letter to Senator 
Lorimer, telling of the manuscript, he 
said was not really a truthful missive, 
but was calculated to get Lorimer ‘‘to 
commit himself concerning doings in the 
Legislature.”’ 

White then declared the contract with 
the Chicago Tribune did not state the 
truth entirely. , 

“The contract states that I offered to 
sell the manuscript,’’ said White. ‘‘That 
is not true. I protested at the time 
that I did not offer to sell the stor,, 
but only expected my expenses.”’ 


Only Asked Expenses, Not Pay. 
In response to further questions, 


White declared he thought his expenses 
might be $3500. 

The witness admitted he had re- 
ceived $250_for his expenses in addi- 
tion to the $3250 called for by the 
newspaper contract. After some 
sparring, White admitted he never 
had received any offer of pay for the 
story except from the newspaper 
which published it. He repeatedly in- 
sisted he was paid for his expenses 
and did not offer the story for sale. 

“IT sent the manuscript to the Dou- 
bleday Page Co. and told them I 
would expect my expenses,” he said. 

White then admitted his statement 
in his letter to Senator Lorimer, that 
he had been offered $2.50 a word for 
his 30,000 word manuscript was un- 
true. 

_ Sent to’ Prosecutor by Tribune. 

The witness said that about a fourth 
of his manuscript was published in the 
newspaper. He added he did not know 
that anybody in the Legislature woud 
corrobate by confession anything in his 
story. He also said he knew from what 
legislators had said to ‘him there was 
corruption in the Legislature. This part 
of his answer was excluded by Cnhair- 
man Surrows. 

White told of going to State's Attor- 
ney John E. W. Wayman of Cook Coun- 
ty at the suggestion of the newspaper 
which published the story and of telling 
what he Knew about the alleged corrup-: 
tion in the Legislature. 

At the conclusion of the cross-examin- 
ation, Senator Painter called attention 
to White’s letter to Senator Lorimer, 
telling of the offer of $2.50 a word, and 
asked the witness if he hoped to get an 
answer that would support the charges 
in the manuscript. 

“Yes,’’ answered White, “I had no 
evidence against Lorimer “directly and 
wanted to connect him with the story.”’ 

Senator Paynter then asked: ‘‘Suppose 
Senator Lorimer had put that valuation 
on your manuscript and had sent you 
$75,000 for it, what would you  bave 
done?’ 

“I would have incorporated his reply 
in the manuscript,’’ replied White, ‘and 
would have turned the money over to 
someone else.”’

While the American League season 
closes a week in advance of the Nation- 
al League campaign, Manager Connie 
Mack of the Champion Athletics of 
Philadelphia, now in St. Louis, does not

be inaugurated on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing the close of the American Leagu®s 
season and continue until two days 
prior to the opening of the big show 
with the Cubs. 

No Tour Is Planned. 

‘"The series with McAleer’s all-Ameri- 
cans was arranged to keep us busy 
from the time the American League sea- 
son ends until we get in the big series 
with the Cubs,” said Mack to the Post- 
Dispatch. “McAleer has promised to 
form a team of big league ballplayers. 
They will probably be players of the 
Eastern teams of our League. 

“IT had to laugh when I read that 
the All-Americans would follow the 
style of the Cubs’ play in an effort to 
assist my team.

GAYNOR REFUSAL 
T0 RUN ENLIVENS 
SHEPARD 'S BOOM 


Brooklyn Man Is_ Being 
Urged for Democratic Nomi- 
nation for Governor. 


LEADERS SURPRISED 





Mayor’s Refusal to Become 
Candidate Is Unexpected’ 
to the Bosses. 





Special to the Post-Disnatch. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept 28.—Edward 
M. Shepard of Brooklyn is boomed this 
morning for the Democratic nomination 
for governor. 

News of Mayor Gaynor's letter to 
James Creelman again refusing to be a 
candidate for governor at first threw 
the Democratic politicians gathered here 
for the convention into confusion. Sen- 
timent has now begun to crystallize, 
and, as a result a boom for Shepard 
for the head of the ticket, with James 
G. Havens of Rochester prominently 
mentioned for second place, has sprung 
up. The Havens boomers still contend 
that |their man has a chance for first 
place. 

When the first dispatches regarding 
the Creelman letter were received, 
Charles F. Murphy of Tammany, State 
“Fingy’’ Conners, Nor- 
man E. Mack and othér leaders were 
at the Genessee Club. The letter was 
read to Murphy over the telephone. It 
was an absolute surprise to the Tam- 
many leader and his friends. 

Tammany Has No Candidate. 

Asked if he considered that the let- 
ter put Mayor Gaynor out of the race, 
he said: 

‘It would appear so, wouldn’t it?’’ 

‘We came here to find out what the 
up-State delegations want,” Murphy 
kept repeating. ‘“‘Tammany Hall has no 
candidate.”’ 

Asked if he was gratified that Mayor 
Gaynor had decided to stay in New 
York, he replied: ‘I always thought he 
would stay in New York.”’ 

The possibility of Shepard being nomi- 
nated was mentioned to Murphy, and he 
refused to commit himself. He admit- 
ted that he had not heard in advance 
of the Gaynor letters, either the one 
to Dix or the one to Creelman. He had 
first heard of the letter over the tele- 
phone at the club, he acknowledged. 

Shepard Has Good Chances, 

Murphy’s statement that the up-State 
delegates must do the nominating is 
taken to mean that Shepard may be 
nominated by Warren County. Kings 
County will swing into line for him 
witbout hesitation.

MISSOURI’S ROADS. 

Every Missourian interested in the betterment 
of the State’s roads should follow the proceed- 
ings of the national] good roads convention, in 
session at the Coliseum Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday of this week. Missouri has some- 
thing like 300,000 miles of dirt roads that need 
improvement, and the convention ought to 
throw light upon the best means of improving 
Missouri’s roads. 

The State now has an excellent roads law, 
passed in 1909, which provides comprehensively 
for the building and maintenance of roads in 
the counties, the manner of collecting taxes for 
road purposes, and the expenditure of the money 
by highway engineers in each county. In addi- 
tion to the poll tax, which can never solve the 
problem of good roads, the county courts are em- 


-powered by this law to levy a tax of 20 cents on 


the $100 annually, and a special tax, in counties 
not under township organization of 25 cents on 
each $100 valuation, for a “special road and 
bridge fund.” 

It is estimated that the average cost of making 
a dirt road solid, with either macadam or gravel, 
is not less than $2000 per mile. It is evident, 
therefore, that the levies authorized by the law 
will never be sufficient, except in a few of the 
wealthier counties, to give the State permanent 
good roads. 

The third constitutional amendment, to be 
voted on in November, provides for a State tax 
of 5 cents on the $100, to create a permanent 
fund for public roads and highways, to be ap- 
portioned in the several counties of the State 
as may be provided for by law. This would com- 
pel the settled counties, that already have more 
or less good roads, to bear a part of the cost of 
making good roads in the poorer counties. But 
i: would very greatly improve the general stand- 
ard of public highways and add enormously to 
the prosperity of Missouri, by enabling her farm- 
ers to market their products at a minimum of 
cost and inconvenience.

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THE NEW BOSSISM. 

In the Saratoga convention Col. Roosevelt de- 
fined the difference between a boss and a 
leader. The boss, he said, drives, and the leader 
leads; he holds his place by firing the con- 
science and appealing to the reason sil his fol- 
lowers. 

The Colonel then refused to permit his op- 
ponents to speak or to offer resolutions, and 
changed the entire system of handling the con- 
vention, so that the choice of committeemen was 
taken out of the hands of the delegations from

Col. Roosevelt has created a New Bossism, as 
weH as a New Nationalism. 

Under the Old Bossism, which Col. Roose- 
velt denounces and smashes, to. suppress free 
speech in a convention is “gag rule;” to take 
all the power from the representatives of the 
people and turn it over to the boss is “machine 
tyranny.” 

Under the New Bossism, which Col. Roosevelt 
creates and exemplifies, these outrages are ‘“‘fir- 
ing the conscience and appealing to the reason 
of his followers.” 

But under Roosevelt bossism the boss who 
does everything for the people is not a political 
boss; he is a righteous leader.

with a judicial temperament.” But Mr. Hull of 
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the Speaker of the House, says the President is 
a political flopper and has used language plainly 
implying that Mr. Taft is an ass. 

This diversity of judgment by eminent Repub- 
licans upon the personal character of the official 
head and leader of the Republican party is due 
in-a large measure to the diversity in their poli- 
tical fortunes. Mr. Cannon expects to return to 
Congress and has doubtless also some high ex- 
pectations of favors to come from the President’s 
hands., It is natural, therefore, that he should 
look upon the President as a dispenser of true 
figs and grapes. On the other hand, Mr. Hull, 
after having been retired from politics by an in- 
surgent vote, has seen the President’s declaration 
that hereafter executive patronage will. be given 
to insurgents on equal terms with the regulars. 
It is, therefore, natural he should conclude that 
the President is neither a stand-patter nor yet a 
progressive, but a flopper and a wobbler; a crea- 
ture of political assininity. 

Out of such divergent views as these Repub- 
lican politicians and organs are trying to make 
concordant platforms and harmonious ranks. 
“Call one another liars and rascals and asses if 
you please,” say these file leaders and organ 
grinders, “but when vou go to the polls vote for 
one another.” The plea has in it the eloquence 
of a true earnestness, but it will avail little. Mr.

The Chicago, Cincinnati & Louisville Railroad 
was recently sold at receiver’s sale for $5,000,000. 
It is said that the total investment in the road 
was not over $10,000,000 and it was no particular 
bargain the Chesapeake & Ohio secured when it 
bid the road in for half that sum on June 23 Jast. 

On Sept. 5 the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway Co. 
ot Indiana, a corporation formed to take over 
the property, filed for record in Indiana a mort- 
gage of $40,000,000, covering all the properties of 
the road. The mortgage was to secure an issue 
of 5 per cent gold bonds due in 50 years. 

Gov. Marshal] of Indiana has begun a legal 
investigation and asked for a receiver. He pur- 
poses finding out if the Indiana law can stop a 
job of flagrant stock watering. We wish him 
success. But can the railroad jobbers be blamed 
for undertaking to unload $40,000,000 worth of 
nothing on the public when the last Congress 
deliberately refused to forbid it?.

One of 
the experiments the Public Library is try- 
ing extends the benefit of “traveling libraries” 
or collections of books from the main library, to 
the employes of the larger business houses. Now 
the benefits of the experiment are extended to 
the engine houses, and firemen under the mu- 
nicipal system profit by the public spirit of their 
volunteer predecessors as ‘ploneers in St. Louis 
| brary work. 

When firemen at each engine house make up 
their minds how many books and what kind of 
books they need in the intervals between fires, 
the books will be forthcoming.

“1Speculative Demand for 
Wheat Quiet; Weather 
Lowers Corn Slightly. 








The speculative demand for wheat 
dropped off sharply today and prices 
after drifting through a narrow rangeé 
losed practically unchanged. There was 
little of importance in the news for 
either bulls or bears. Commission-house 
business was at a standstill. 

Liverpool prices were lower on Amer- 
ican advices, continued pressure of La- 
plata and Russian offers and favorable 
crop advices from Argentina, India and 
Australia. Some small buying was re- 
ported on the decline on rumors of 
France buying wheat on the Pacific 
Coast. 

The domestic situation remains un- 
changed. Stocks are large with the de- 
mand light. Liverpool prices keep de- 
clining and are relatively lower than 
ours, largely eliminating the chances of 
an extensive export business. It looks 
as if America overstocked her market, 
‘holding up prices, while foreign coun- 
tries availed themselves to sell on. 
Russia and the Danube continue to ship 
heavily and indications are they will 
until navigation ‘closes. The outlook is 
for heavy world’s shipments again this 
week. 

The northwestern run of wheat to 
market shows some signs of increasing, 
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Winnipeg receipts are heavy and stocks 
high. Winnipeg’s exports have practical- 
ly dwindled to nothing, showing less 
than 1,000,090 bu so far taken, against 
over 6,000,000 bu last year. 

Minneapolis cars of wheat today, 312, 
against 353 last week and 321 last year. 
Duluth cars, 264, against 191 last week 
and 752 last year. Winnipeg cars, 662, 
against 555 last week and 586 last year. 

Chicago wheat receipts today, 84,000 
bu, against 319,600 last year; shipments, 
19,800 bu, against 40,716 bu last year. 

Kansas City wheat receipts today, 
193,000 bu, against 148,80 bu last year: 
shipments; 171,600 bu, against 99,250 bu 
last year. 

Local receipts of wheat today, 84,034 
bu, or 198 sacks; 63 cars local, 18 
through; last year, 67,484 bu, or 661 
sacks; 63 cars local, 3 through. 

Total primary receipts of wheat today, 
1,113,861 bu, against 1,887,646 bu last 
year; shipments, 462,670 bu, against 838,- 
209 bu last year. 

Predictions of warmer weather over 
the growing belt gave corn a weak turn 
at the opening. Speculation fell away 
on the decline and prices drifted aimless- 
'y. Considerable corn is being taken 
for shipment. Country offers are light 
and receipts show a tendency to fall 
off. The trade is inclined to- believe 
the decline of over 13¢c a bu has discount- 
ed the big yield of corn now assured. 
Cables were lower on increased stocks 
and large offers.

Minneapolis reported a good demand

Mills there report only fair flour 
sales Tuesday and poor today. They 
say they could do a big businéss at a 
small profit. Ideal weather prevails for 
fall plowing over the Northwest, and 
deliveries are light on this account. 

Chicago reported the leading interests 
in that market as maintaining a neutral 
position. Lichstern is said to have car- 
ried his entire line of 1,000,000 bu of 
short December wheat puts out above 
$1.00. The Armour interests while open- 
ly bearish were moderate buyers during 
the session. James H. Patten, who was 
cpenly a bull on wheat when it was 
nearly 10c higher, and openly a bear, 
last week, on corn, after it had de- 
clined 18c, says he would not sell wheat 
at this level. ‘‘And there you are.”’

At the second trial Miss Morrison 
was convicted and sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment, and at the third 
trial she was again convicted and got 
a 25-year sentence.
